A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

Hie filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Cor^ration,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
ewn must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company' ; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realky dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 179(X)-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July ), 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained tor this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by th© County Clerk, is $10.00. Publlca- 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printers proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a gerieral part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of^^ each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

Speaking 

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis 

State Chairman, United Organization ot Taxpayers 

There was a smiling picture of California State Treas¬ 
urer Ivy Baker Priest in the paper this week and her an¬ 
nouncement that she liad just sold $150 million in tax 
anticipation notes so the state could pay its bills until the 
“new taxes roll in." The story also said it would cost 
$998,000 in interest for this borrowing. The sucker tax¬ 
payers who will have to pay this monumental interest 
were not in the picture and won’t smile at all. 

The reason we had to borrow the money was because 
the legislature sat on its rear end in a shameful and dis¬ 
graceful way, failing completely to do the job they get 
paid for, stalling its vital budget work thereby forcing 
the borrowing and forcing the taxpayer to pay the interest. 

It is too bad that every legislator who had a^ hand 
in this shoddy performance can not be given his “pink 
slip and "busted” from the public payroll for good. This 
is what we get from men who have just raised their own 
salaries and expense accounts on the ground that higher 
pay gets better legislators. Baloney. 

The inexcusable negligence of politicians is always 
paid for doubly by the taxpayers. 

ITEM — Time magazine. May 3, 1971 printed a sur¬ 
vey on tax exempt foundations and charitable trusts. It 
showed this mis-named do-gooders had acquired $600 bil¬ 
lion (600 thousand millionl of United States Real Estate 
on which they pay no taxes. This tax avoidance racket 
costs each and every American family $317 a year each. 

California comprises 10 per cent of the country so 
the tax exempts here are about $60 billion (60 thousand 
million). 

The Jarvis 1 per cent of market value property tax 
limit control amendment would put most exempt pioperty 
back on the tax rolls on an equal basis with everyone 
else, and would make it unnecessary to raise either per¬ 
sonal income tax or sales tax to finance California gov¬ 
ernment and schools. 

If you are a “people” and a “taxpayer” you had better 
call the United Organizations of Taxpayers Inc., at (213) 
936-4982 and get busy with the petition to put the Jarvis 
amendment on the ballot. 

The petition must be filed by October 1, 1971 and 
there is no time to lose. 

Meeting A Public Need 

Broad segments of the insurance industry are striving 
to curb rising insurance costs and to inform the public 
of what it can do to help hold down these costs. The 
American Mutual Insurance Alliance, which is a volun¬ 
tary association of 110 mutual property and casualty 
Insurance companies, has formulated a program for re¬ 
sponsibility in automobile insurance, vehicle design, traffic 
safety regulations and driver performance. 

The program is called a Guaranteed Protection Plan 
and calls attention to the fact that insurance rates are 
the product of many things. One portion of the plan deals 
with automobile design, which is the “Key to Major Sav¬ 
ings in Auto Insurance Costs.” Today, vehicle damage 
accounts for two thirds of total insurance premiums. 
Better auto bumpers are a first requisite in this area. 
The plan of the Insurance Alliance also offers proposals 
for responsible insurance reform under which all crash 
victims would be paid promptly, arbitration would keep 
most disputes out of court and driver responsibility would 
be encouraged. Other proposals in the plan would seek 
to reduce personal risk on the highways by tightening 
up laws concerning the abusive drinker, upgrading of 
driver licensing requirements and improving traffic safety 
regulations. 

The public has a heavy obligation to cooperate with 
the insurance industry and the appropriate authorities 
in moves such as the one proposed by the American Mu¬ 
tual Insurance Alliance to curb rising auto insurance rates. 
Currently, highway crashes cost more than $16 billion 
a year — about $75 for every man, woman and child in 
the United States. Highway fatalities now number about 
55,000 persons a year. There is no one to pay for this 
destruction of life and property but the public. The pro¬ 
gram of the American Mutual Insurance Alliance offers 
a practical way in which the problem of rising insurance 
costs can bo resolved — with the help of car owners, auto 
manufacturers and lawmakers. It deserves broad public 
support. 

Younger And the Young 

When State Attorney General Evelle J. Younger 
took the position recently that the newly enfranchised 
voters under 21 had to vote at their parents’ address, 
the young people cried up a storm. They felt they were 
being discriminated against. 

The Attorney General isn’t a villain, however. He 
was doing what he was elected to do — enforce the 
law. California law says that the age of majority is 
21; and it says that minors reside legally with their 
parents. ’Therefore, that’s where they vote. 

In fact. Younger favors a younger age for adult¬ 
hood. Eighteen, to be exact. “I happen to believe in 
principle that the 18-year-old is an adult,” he told a 
meeting of San Francisco Young Republicans. He added 
that giving the 18 year olds the vote in all elections, 
under the 26th Amendment, but forbidding them to buy 
a drink or make a contract “makes no sense.” 

The legal voting residence question has been taken 
to the California Supreme Court for settlement, but 
there is considerable thought that it should bo a legis¬ 
lative determination. As Younger commented, the Leg¬ 
islature could solve it eill "so simply by saying that 18 
year olds are adults.” 

Grim Historical Precedents 

Even as complaints are heard that business recovery 
is sluggish and unemployment remains high, signs are 
piling up of more inflation to come. Now, according to 
U.S. News & World Report, many bankers and econo¬ 
mists fear that efforts to speed recovery mean more in¬ 
flation. One authoritative source, in a study of the bud¬ 
get, believes that “A reasonable guess now is that the 
deficit will reach $21 billion” for the year ending June 
30, 1971, and $26 billion for the next 12 months rather 
than the $11.6 billion forecast by the Nixon Administra¬ 
tion. 

With the federal government going into debt at 
this rate, it is difficult to see how there can be any 
pretense of “managing” the economy. More and more, 
it is becoming evident that the best place to find what 
the future may hold is in the history books rather than 
in the projections of the economic managers and plan¬ 
ners. The history books tell very clearly of the tighten¬ 
ing controls, the loss of freedom, the rising despair and 
ultimate chaos in store for nations that abandon mon^^ 
tary integrity.

SENSING THE NEWS 


AROUND THE 

If President Nixon can 
curb inflation, reduce ■unem¬ 
ployment and stabilize the 
dollar by means of his new 
economic measures, the Am¬ 
erican people will be pro¬ 
foundly thankful and critics 
of the administration will 
be disarmed. But the effec¬ 
tiveness of the proposals al¬ 
ready is being questioincd 
by busi.ness-orie.nted econo¬ 
mists. 

Dr. Milton Friedman of 
the University of Chicago, 
a leading free enterprise ec¬ 
onomist and former Nixon 
adviser, has expre.ssed dis¬ 
appointment in the 90-day 
wage-price freeze a.n.nounced 
by the President. ‘Wages 
a.nd prices are symptoms, 
not causes of inflation,” he 
.said. “Controls have never 
done more than repress the 
symptoms of inflation. Peo¬ 
ple will find ways whereby 
wages and prices will be 
changed.” 

On the other hand, Mr. 
Nixon’s resort to a wage- 
price freeze resulted in ap¬ 
proving comment from Prof. 
John Keneth Galbraith ot 
■Harvard University, a lead¬ 
ing liberal economist. Dr. 
Galbraith said the Nixon 
freeze was “.sound policy,” 
adding that the government 
shcnild go on “to work out 
permanent controls.” 

Certainly, the business 
leaders who expressed ap¬ 
proval of the Nixon econom¬ 
ic measures should bear in 
mind that .short-term co.n- 
trols are an invitation to 
long-term controls over wag¬ 
es, prices and rents. 

In the past, the.se controls 
failed to work. Tliey result¬ 
ed in black markets and 
underha.rided deals. The eco¬ 
nomic theory behind them 
is faulty, for it assumes that 
government intervention in 
the economy can lead to in¬ 
creased prosperity. Hi.stori- 
cally, however, prosperity 
has bee.n the result of an 
absence of government in- 
terv'ention in the free play 
of market forces. 

Mr. Nixon’s economic pro¬ 
posals are varied and com¬ 
plex. Some of the actions 
seem helpful, such as sur¬ 
charge on imports, repeal of 
the auto excise tax and the 
restoration of the invest¬ 
ment tax credit. The pro-

posed delay of the adminis¬ 
tration’s Family Assistance 
Act, which wcnild double the 
number of persons on wel¬ 
fare, is welcome news. As 
a matter of fact, the pro¬ 
posed delay may serve as a 
face-saving device for the 
administration', inasmuch as 
powerful opposition ihas de¬ 
veloped to enactment of the 
inflationary FAP propo.sal. 

Nevertheless, the adminis¬ 
tration measures leave some 
confusion to the public mind 
and don’t truly deal with 
economic fundamentals. At 
this writing, it is ,not clear 
what wage hikes will be af¬ 
fected by the President’s 
plan. Businessmen are won¬ 
dering how the administra¬ 
tion measures will affect 
union agreements with 
built-in cost-of-living esca¬ 
lator clauses. Will these 
clauses be declared .null and 
void for 90 days? 

The administration has 
said that enforcement will 
be accomplished on a vol- 
untaiy basis, but such, a.n 
approach hasn’t worked in 
the past. Yet if enforcement 
machinery is required, the 
federal government will 
have to ex,pand its already 
•swollen army of bureau¬ 
crats. 

The Wall Street Journal 
has properly asked what 
happens after 90 days — a 
very short period of time. 
“Unless something is done 
to curb the underlying in¬ 
flationary pressures,” the 
paper said, “they continrue 
building up, forcing distor¬ 
tions in the wage-price 
structures and breaking out 
in explosive increases when¬ 
ever the freeze is removed.” 

In instituting wage, price 
and rent controls, Prsident 
Nixo.n has adopted many of 
the proposals made by the 
Democratic majority of the 
Joint Senate-House Econom¬ 
ic Committee. Speaking for 
that majority. Sen. William 
Proximire of Wisconsin said 
the day before the Presi¬ 
dent’s annou.ncement that 
the government should iu- 
stitute a comprehensive pol¬ 
icy of voluntary wage and 
price guideposts. Indeed the 
Wall Street ■Tc'urnal noted 
ism.

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Heroin ("Smack," "H," "Junk") is 
one of the most addicting, most debili¬ 
tating drugs known to man. 

It has created 300,000 addicts of 
all ages In California. 

How is it taken? 

The illegal white, off-white, or 
brownish crystalline powder may be in- 
baled ("sniffed") or dissolved in a hot 
spoon and injected under the skin ( skin- 
poped") or into a vein ("mainlined"). 

Doses of o-nly 5 to 10 milligrams 
might start an addiction costing $5 to 
$100 a day. Since tolerance builds very 
rapidly users can be "hooked" before 
they know It. Dosage can jump to’ 450 
milligrams and more and cost as much 
at $.'^00 or more a day. And it can kill. 
For example, more often than not heroin 
i,s diluted to weakened units with milt 
sugar or other drugs. Should the addict 
get a "bag" of pure heroin by mistake 
and not dilute it, the amount he normal¬ 
ly measures out would surely by an over¬ 
dose and kill him. 

What are its effects? 

f-leroin develops both a strong psy- 
cholcqlcal and physiological deoen - 
dence and has an extremely depressant 
action. After spasms ot 30 to 60 sec¬ 
onds there are two to three hours ot 
"high" (impaired senses, coordination 
and judgment along with drowsiness or 
stuDor, constricted pupils and slow pulse 
and respiration). Disease, co’nstipatlon, 
loss of appetite and weight follows. 
With an overdose, the narcotic slows 
respiration, the addict goes into coma 
and, with complete collapse ot body 
functions, dies. 


The greatest tragedy effected by 
heroin is the total enslavement of the 
addict. His life become committed to 
getting a "fix," even if if requires ly¬ 
ing, stealing, prostitution or hurting 
friends or fa.mily fo "score." 

Who uses It and why? 

There are addicts as young as 1C 
yeans old from all racial, religious and 
socio-econonnic backgrounds. Curiosity, 
release from physical and mental pres¬ 
sures, and a desire to be accepted by 
a peer group can all lead to addiction. 
Once a novice has sampled illicit drugs 
v/Ithout the effects promised by well 
m.eaning but poorly informed sources, 
he discounts professional advice as well. 
He i.s convinced all (drugs are harmless, 
and he's open to anything, even heroin. 

Can you escape addiction? 

Severity of withdrawal increases 
with the length of addiction and amount 
and purity of heroin used. Without ade¬ 
quate help and symptoms that can 
range from a runny nose and eyes to 
severe vomiting: leg, back and abdom¬ 
inal cramps and fwitching, escape can 
he difficult. 

A surer method of withdrav.'al now 
being used by some California rehabili¬ 
tation centers. Is a chemical called me¬ 
thadone. For as little as 4c a dose this 
synthetic narcotic, given under medical 
supervislo’n, provides a legal substitute 
which answers the addict's craving for 
heroin, yet eliminates its debilitating ef¬ 
fect — gives the heroin addict new 
hope fer a happy and active future.

Sr. Citizens 
Property Tax 
Assistance Claims 

More than 35,000 of Cali¬ 
fornia’s .senior citizens have 
apparently forgotten to file 
claims for property ta.x as¬ 
sistance, according to Mar¬ 
tin Huff, executive officer of 
the Franchise Tax Board. 

The assistance is a reim- 
toursement of a portion of 
the 1970-71 property taxes 
paid. Huff said, and the 
average payment in 1970 
was $1.36. More than 70,000 
senior citizens filed claims 
duri.ng 1970, tout only 33,000 
have filed this year. 

Senior Citizens property 
tax assistance is in addition 
to the $7,50 reduction in as¬ 
sessed valuation under the 
Homeowners Property Tax 
Relief Program, he said, and 
should ot be confused with 
it. Persons who are over 65 
years of age and who can 
otherwise meet the qiualifi- 
catioas of tiie se.nior citizens 
program are entitled to re¬ 
ceive the benefits of both 
programs. 

To be eligible for senior 
citizens property tax as¬ 
sistance, claimants must be 
over 65 years of age as of 
January 1, 1971; must ow.n 
and occupy their own home; 
must have paid the property 
taxes on the home; and 
must have a total household 
income of less than $3,350. 
Qualified individuals can 
obtain forms from any office 
of the Franchise Tax Board 
or by writing to Senior Citi¬ 
zens Property Tax Assist¬ 
ance, P.O. Box 1588, Sacra¬ 
mento, Calif. 96807 .

Hints How To Shorten Their Waiting 


Like most public service 
offices the Pasadena Social 
Security Administration Of¬ 
fice has more visitors on 
Monday than any other day 
of the week. Currently they 
are averaging more than 300 
office visitors each Monday. 
Because the office is staffed 
with interviewers to handle 
normal work day visitors, 
ipeople who call at the office 
an Monday will find the 
waiting time longer. 

In' order to provide good 
public service Douglas Car¬ 
ter, District Manager of the 
Pasadena office, has some 
suggestions for people who 
have social security 'business 
to conduct. Carter suggests 
that you. avoid coming to 
the office an Monday if your 
schedule will permit you to 
come later in the week, pre¬ 
ferably an a Wednesday or 
Thursday. You should avoid 
the time between 11:30 a.m. 
and 1:30 p.m., since this is 
the time when some of the 
interviewers are at lunch. 
You should got to the office 
by 4 p.m. so that your busi¬ 
ness can be taken care of 
before the 4:30 p.m. closing 
time for the office. Remem¬ 
ber, the office does not open 
until 8:30 am. You should 
also remember that vacation 
time leaves the office short- 
handed and a longer than 
normal wait may be exper¬ 
ienced during the summer 
months.
